which passed through the Frankfurt/Oder border crossing point as 
shipments of military ¢oods, was made on the basis of information 
25X11 [re consicnees and receiving stations, which allowed a con= 
pilation of incoming supply shipments according to the itens of : 
supply. Only a small percentage of shipments could not be identified. 
The regular sucply per month amounted to about 1,000 carloads, i.e. 
an average of one supply train of 33 cars rer day. This indicates 
that, to a great extent, the Soviet army is drawine supplies fron 
the Soviet done of Germany, namely: ration supplies, except tea, 
buckwheat and makhorkas; articles of clothing and equipment; medical 
equipments motor vehicle spare parts; a percentaze of signal equip= 
ments and fuel. It is assumed that only admixtures for snecial 
rasoline, some lubricants and antifreeze are supplied from the 
U.S.5.Re Supplies regularly coming in from the U.S.5.R. include: 
ammunition which is not manufactured in the Soviet Zone of Germany, 
weapons and equipment including airplanes, tanks and motor vericles, 
and tank and motor veliicle spare parts. It was observed that supply 
shipments exceeding 1,000 carloads per month resulted frem spectal 
operations in certain classes of supply. This was the case in Sep= 
tember, Noverber and Decerber 1951 and, so far as could be learned, 
in lay 1952, when an increase in the volume of incoming armunition 
was noticed. This increase is understandable in view of the fact

Dead lining of old vericles, 
mostly of American origin, started in Uarch 1952, and 2,500 to 3,000 
old vehicles had been sent back to the U.S.5.R. via Frankfurt/oder
